Three Important Decisions in
Preparing Bill Luxuries

Probably to Bo Doubled.

Washington, July 26. Three tenta-

tive decisions of the utmost Importance
were reached to-d- by the Ways and
Means Committee In the first draft of
the new revenue bill. These steps In
drawing up the new law were:

1. A tentative decision on the rates
to apply to Individual Income super-
taxes, reaching a maximum of 70
per cent, on portions of Incomes in
excess of Jl, 000, 000, as compared
with 50 per cent, under the present
law.

2. Annulment of section 200 of the
existing law which puts an extra tax
of s per cent, on portions of earned
incomes nbove $6,000 a year and not
sffectlng unearned Incomes, the com-
mittee being In favor of carrying out
Secretary McAdoo's suggestion that
this revenue be covered by an In- -,

crenso in the Individual Income super-
taxes.

3. Limitation of the excess profits
Ux so that the tax collected from
corporations capitalized at more than
$200,000 should not be less than 10
per cent, of the net Income nor more
than 60 per cent, of It, but relieving
common carriers and public utilities
from the enforced payment of at least
10 per cent of their net Incomes as an
xcers profits tax because their rates
re regulated by rovynmental agen- -

Cnmnromlae Spirit Shown.
In considering for the first time to-

day the question of supertaxes on per-

sonal Incomes a spirit of compromise
was reflected In the deliberations be-

tween the policy advocated by the
extreme radicals, like Senator La
Follette (Wis.), who wanted wealth
taxed to the limit, and the extreme
conservatives who have insisted all
along that to Impose extreme taxes on
wealth would work to the financial det-

riment of the country In the long run.
While tho radicals will undoubtedly

make a stiff fight until the bill Is passed
the sentiment y In the committee
Indicated that a majority In Congress
will be In opposition to any scheme for
the confiscation of large fortunes.

The schedule of rates of Income super-
taxes proposed y Is merely tenta-
tive, and final action will not be taken
until after exports have figured out the
revenue which would be derived from
tuch a schedule. Raising of the normal
tax from 4 to 10 per cent, to which
the committee is now practically com-
mitted will swell the receipts regardless
i'f the action to be taken on the super-
tax rates.

In the schedule considered y the
supertaxes would start with 4 per cent.
Instead of 1 per cent, on Incomes be-

tween 15,000 and K.E00 and would run
up to 70 per cent. Instead of 61 per cent
on portions of Incomes In excess of
SI 000,000.

Bank of England Cuts
Bill to Government

LONDON, July 2G. The re-
muneration of the Bank of

England for its services to tho
Government, which under an
agreement entered upon in 1892
amounted before tho war to
about $1,000,000 yearly, in-
creased to $7,500,000 for the
fiscal year 1916-1- 7, according
to the report of tho Special Com-
mittee on National Expenditure.

As the committee does not be-
lieve such a remuneratiQnjusti-ficd- ,

the bank has agreed to enter
into a revised agreement for the
period of the war which would
securo a reduction of $375,000
for the year 1917-1- 8 and a larger
reduction for the current year,
unless new conditions arise.

MANY RESUME TASKS

Engineering Trades Will Or
der Walkout if Embargo

Is Continued.

London, July 26. The strike situa
tion In the munitions areas still gives
cause for much anxiety. The offer of
the Government of an official inquiry
has had a good affect and the warning
to-d- by Premier Lloyd George that If
the strikers do not return to work by
Monday they will be liable to conscrip-
tion for Rervlce In the army, to which up
to this time they have been exempt, may
clear up the situation.

Many men have resumed work in a
large number of shops, but the majority
of the strikers still are Idle. Several
unions announced their willingness this
morning to accept the Government In-

quiry and resume work, but the only
men of a skilled union making this of-

fer are the brass workers, whoso union
Is a small one.

Many Wast to Return.
The unions composed of unskilled and

semi-skille- d workmen virtually are
unanimous in the desire to resume, but
these to a large extent depend upon the
skilled men to set the machines and
most of Jhem will be unable to start
work unlest the skilled men return to
the shops.

In his warning Premier Lloyd George
said that some workmen had left their
posts contrary to the advices of their
leaders In an attempt to force the Gov-
ernment to change Its policy essential to
the progress of the war. He also pointed
out that while millions of others were
facing death In the trenches In France
these men had exemptions from those
same perils because their service were
considered of vital Import to the country
in the manufacture of supplies for the
army abroad.

Following a conference held In Leeds
yesterday, where a resolution was car-

ried recommending thwt the unions take
their members out of the shops unless
the embargo Is withdrawn before Tues-
day next, several conferences have been
arranged In the munition districts, nota-
bly In Woolwich, where the shop stew-

ards In the arsenal have railed a meet-

ing to act on reports from Coventry and
Leeds. The munition workers in the
arsenal up to the present have been loyal
to the Government In the prosecution of
the war and have taken little part In any
trade dispute. Their decision will carry
great weight for or against the exten-
sion of the strike movement.

Have Patriotic Slogan.
The slogan of the residents of Wool-

wich during the week has been "Strike
now and you will earn the blessings of
the Kaiser and his army of murderers."
The newspapers also are warnlngUhe
strikers. The Evening Standard re-

minds them that many skilled men are
obtainable to fill their places If the
strikers persist In the attitude of de-

fiance which will result in the with-

drawal of the strikers' exemptions from
military service.

Winston Churchill, Minister of Muni-

tions, declares ho Is assured that the
great majority of munition workers will
support loyally the Government's policy,
which has as Its only object the provi-
sion of an adequate supply of munitions.

The Federation of discharged sol-

diers and sailors 'have assured the Min-

ister of Munitions that they will sup-

port the Government and continue at
their tasks. Tho strikers Issued a state-
ment to-d- that 100,000 men were out,
but Government officials said that not
more than 16,000 were Idle.

Strike Generally Opposed.
Throughout the country there Is 'gen-

eral opposition to the strike, women and
unskilled, workers assuring the Gov-

ernment that they will continue at work.
From many of the munition centres to-

day telegrams were received pledging
the loyalty of the, workers to the cause

Continued on Third Page.

KNOW HOW TO SHOOT

Companies Ordered Ou( of the

London, July 25. "The Incorporation
of American troops in my command for
actual battle gave me great delight,"
Gen. John Monash, who commanded the
American and Australian troops on July
4, told Tin Scv correspondent

"Jt was a very great privilege for the
Australians to have Americans fighting
shoulder to shoulder with them In the
great battle," he said. "But it will be
a still greater honor In battlefields of the
future, when Australians and Americans
will further cement that wonderful com-
radeship begun on tho Plcardy battle-
field.

"Altogether ten companies were under
my command for training purposes, but
It was found advisable to withdraw six
of them on the eve of battle. Their
disappointment was Indescribable. The
four other companies were attached by
platoons to Australian companies, but
when the battle started we were amazed
to find that other American units which
we had decided to keep out of the at-
tack had crept up to the front unob-
served and got Into the fighting.

"I can pay them no higher compli-
ment than to say there was no distinc-
tion possible between the Australians
and Americans, ami considering that
this was the first time the Americans
had been under fire while the Aus-
tralians were war tried troops this Is
Indeed highly credible to the Americans.
I could wish for no finer troops to serve
under my command. Already they have
achieved that most valuable art In
modern war, the Ability to use a rifle.
Most fresh troops prefer to wait until
the enemy Is right on top of them, or
to depend on bombs. Not so with the
Americans. They know Just when to
begin using their rifles. They wero a
little overanxious, perhaps, but that Is
no fault.

"They haven't had the experience of
our men, who know Just when to
charge and when to duck to cover. Hut
tho Americans went straight ahead.
Nothing could stop them. Altogether
their conduct under battle for the first
time is a happy augury for the future.
The Australians and Americans arc get-
ting together rapidly and are the vers-bes- t

of friends."

AMERICANS FORCE
FOE FURTHER BACK

Stubborn Fighting in Forests
North of Marne.
By tht Attociated Prett

With the American Army in France,
July 26. The allied offensive has slowed
down, but has not been checked. Franco-America- n

troops to-d- forced back the
Germans a bit further north. The greater
part of the fighting Is taking place In the
big forests north of the Marne and along
the western flank of the salient.

The Germans with artillery and ma-
chine guns and strong Infantry detach-
ments left the northern edges of the
Fere, Tournelle and His forests and
battled cleverly and stubbornly to hold
the advancing Allies until more progress
could be mado In the transportation of
their supplies, guns and general stores.
But despite tho opposition some ground
was gained.

The woods have almost been
freed of Germans. The

road extending from the front
Is under such a fire from the artillery
as to make it useless as a supply ar-
tery. With a further slight push for-
ward by the allied troops ls

will become untenable.
has been restored to the al-

lied line, and from It the allied artil-
lery easily can reach the Germans near

The recapture of
Vlllemontolre was attended by the most
desperate fighting In the streets and
caverns.

Franco-America- n troops on the front
northeast of Chateau Thierry moved
their lines further forward
The Allies along the front to the
east likewise made progress at places,
the Americans at one point attaining an
objective a kilometer (two-third- s of a
mile) distant.

Clinging desperately to the hills and
the woods, the Germans are using their
machine guns, their artillery and their
air forces and quantities of gas to ham.
per tho advance. The Germans have
been using much "blue cross'' or "sneere"
gas, but Ineffectively.

Also they are using high explosive,
mixed with gas, shells. Americans esti-
mate that 40 per cent of the German
shells which fell on Thursday night and
to-d- contained gas. The German ma-
chine gun nests are numerous In the
forest, but the Allies are gradually tear-
ing them to pieces with heavy shells.
The bombardment of the German lines
continues mercilessly.

With the American Army on the

Aisne-Marn- r Front, July 26. The
American troops advancing along the
Marne have discovered thousands of
dead Germans who fell during tho re-

treat before the heavy machine gun fire
of the Americans. in one horseshoe
shaped area the ground was covered
with dead. The Americans burled as
many as was possible. It Is estimated
2.000 Germans fell there.

Farmers along the Marne report hav-In- g

seen tho bodies of Germans floating
down the stream. The military author-
ities are planning some system by which
they can clear the river of bodies.

Three days after the Germans evac-

uated Chateau Thierry the Americans
found a lone German In Mont St. Pere
hiding In a cellar The prisoner said
he was tired of the war and was deter-
mined to secrete himself, notwithstand-
ing his lack of food, and later take a
chance by surrendering to tho Allies.

He asserted tho Oerman soldiers were
dissatisfied with the way affairs were
going and that the general opinion
among them was that the Crown Prince
was unable to bring sufllcient reinforce-
ments or food supplies to aid the forces
being attacked from the south.

The American soldiers watched with
pleasure tho i.rlsoner appease his appe-

tite after his threo days fast. The Ger
man requested the Americans not to re-

port his desertion, saying if they did
and ho ever got back to Germany he
would be shct.

PAPER WORKERS NOT
ENTITLED TO BONUS

War Labor Board Committee
Decides Dispute.

Washington, July 26.. Paper mill
workers are not entitled to the 10 per
cent bonus allowed by the International
Paper Company before the War Labor
Board's wago award became effective,
T. N. Guerln and C. A. Crocker, compos-
ing a section of the board, ruled
Interpreting the nward.

A controversy over the payment of the
bonus resulted In a walkout at several
factories this week, curtailing the pro-

duction of newsprint 75 per cent. An
appeal lo the War I.abor Hoard to In-

terpret the awara was referred to Mr.
Crocker and Mr. Guerln, who held the
bonus was a voluntary contribution on
the part of the employers.

"The workmen are not entitled to the
bonus In addition to the wage award
by the War Labor Hoard," Mr. Guerln
and Mr. Crocker decided, "unless the
employers desire to give It voluntarily,
as was done prior to this dispute "

The employers. It was held, are
morally bound to pay the bonus for May
and June, because the notice originally
granting It said tho bonus would con-

tinue until the men were Informed of
Its discontinuance.

H was also held that the shortening
of the workday from nine to eight hours
was not to permit any reduction in
wages.

With the British Army in France,
July 26. To-da- y brings excellent news
from the allied offensive In the Cham-
pagne. Gen. Gournud's army has been
steadily working away a strip of ter-
ritory from which It retired when
the Germans opened the offensive nnd
has won back many places In the
original line.

The Main de Masslgea Is one of
tho most Important points recovered.
ThlB fell Into our hands after violent
fighting In the streets ot the village
during which the enemy made much
use of the grotto houses houses cut
Into tho solid rock of which there
are a number In the district, as strong-
holds.

With the capture of Oulchy-lo-Chatea-

between Soissons and Chateau-

-Thierry, the allied forces also
took four other villages which had
been delaying our advance. As our
forces move eastward the position of
Kere, one of tho baaes of the Ger-

mans, becomes more critical. It is
probable that the enemy has been
obliged to withdraw the batteries he
had at llruyercs, between three and
four miles weft of Fere, and as the
pocket grows narrower each moment
the forces the Germans have still
further south toward tho Mnrno will
be forced to fall back In fear of being
caught.

French Improve Positions
III spite ot all the Germans' counter

attacks, tho position of the French on
the southwest face of the Solssons-Hhelm- s

salient continues to improve.
They are within four miles of

Tournelle Wood, south-
west of thu town, Is theirs, Uouvardets
Is theirs, and good progress has been
made In the forest of Fere and In the
forest nf His, between It and Dor-man- s.

On the rest of the front south
of the Vtslo we either are holding
our own or slowly are advancing.

It is important that our most de-

cided progress In this region has been
made on the southwest, as Chateau-Thierr- y

is now available for provi-
sioning the centre and It Is n simpler
matter to furnish the troops with food
nnd munitions than It was.

The Germans, on the contrary, have
reached a, point where they can make
llttlo UBe of nnd
they have no station of nny slzo

within the pocket. It Is becoming
more and more difficult for them to
keep In this district tho number of
troops It holds at present. The fifth
great German offensive, whatever
others in the future may produce, is

slowly fizzling out.
The Germans certainly were In an op-

timistic frame of mind when they be-

gan it. In both of these last offennies,
that of Juno 9 and the one of July 15,

they struck under the Impression that
the French were tired out. They knew
that severnl divisions had been sent
down to help In checking the offensive
of May 27 because of Its threat against
Paris and they believed not only that
tho troops of the line wero exhausted,
but that troops behind the line cither
did not exist or were In very small
numbers.

Col. Smith Is Killed Smoke

Col. Hamilton
Sirlth of the I'nlteil States Army died
last Monday within a few hourH after
receiving a machine gun wound below
the heait. Col. Smith was making ob-

servations after a morning attack in an-
ticipation of improving the American po-

sitions south of Soissons. near Missy-au-Hoi-

Lieut Col. Clark HUiott wns killed hj
machine gun flro In the same sector while
Inspecting th American front lines.

Mijor J. M McCloud was woujided
while leading his men when thu Amer-loin- s

crosed tho Solssons-Arra- s road
during the offensive Ho was wounded
In the left arm and In the left siilo by
machine gun bullets, but after receiving
first alii he continued lighting. Thu
Major was killed soon afterward by a
high explosive shell.

Killed by Marliliir Gun.
Soon after Major McCloud died Lieut.

James C. Loilar was killed by machine
gun Are near where McCloud fell.

On different days the following Cap-

tions wero killed by machine gum and
sheila, all of them leading their men
when they fell . James A. Kdgerton,
Julius A. Mood, Alfred It. Hamel, James
X. C. nicharil and James II. Holmes.

I.Ieut. IJar. Capt. Holmes and Major
McCloud were buried at a cross roads In

a wheatflold two kilometers southeast of
Mlssy-au-Ilol- s. Col. Smith was burled
at Orry-la-Vlll- e, near I.uzarches, and the
other officers were burled where they
fell.

Col Smith was looking over the edge
of a hill endeavoring to locate the Ger-

mans when he was struck. The Ameri-

cans already held their objective, but
Col. Smith desired to Improve the posi-

tion. Ho wat In an outpost, accompa-
nied by Private Charles Aug of Sacra-
mento, Cal , who rendered first aid and
called for assistance.

ThoiiKht of Private's Sntrtr.
Hecoming impatient, Aug suggested

dragging Col. Smith back, but tho Colo-

nel said : "That would be too much of
a chanco for you, Aug. There Is no use
of your exposing yourself. The wound Is
not perlous."

Aug insisted and started with Col.
Smith through a wheat field. Them
was no complaint from Smith during
the trip, Aug frequently stopping to rest
and Inquire how the wounded man felt
and the Colonel replying:

"I'm nil right! look out for ;,ourself.
Those machine gunners ian see you
move, but not mo."

Thoy finally reached a farm house
whero Amerk'un soldiers were sheltered.
This b more than 200 yards from the
spot where Col. Smith was wounded.
The Injury was dressed, but Col, Smith
died on the way to a field hospltnl.

Tho cemetery at Orry-la-Vlll- e, where
Col. Smith was burled, Is on a high
ground overlooking forests and groin
fields, and on clear nights the lights of
Torts are visible.

Col. Hamilton A. Smith was born In
Wisconsin November !, 1S6D, and waa
appointed to West Point. When grad-
uated he was assigned an Second Lieu-
tenant In the Fifth Infantry, Ills pro-
motion to First Lieutenant took him to
the Twenty-firs- t Infantry, where ho re-

mained until he had passed through the
Captain's rank and was appointed Major
in the Third Infantry-

Lieut. --Col. Clark K. Elliott began his
career as a private In Troop II of the
Third Cavalry, a famous troop of the old
regime, He wns born In Ohio February,
2 1873.

Activity ut points occupied
by the Americans slackened considerably
yesterday and last night. Apparently
by mutual consent both side", took time
for a breuthln? spell to recoer from
tho exhaustion of the first effort

In the forests of Fere and Hi the
rjermnns have been seen blowing up
considerable quantities of munitions and
supplies. Amid tho ruins Into which
they have advanced the Americans sat
smoking peacefully and contemplatively.

Said ono doughboy as I passed: "Well,
this is a hell of a ar, but It's the only
one we've got."

The Americans are continuing their
advance. They established themselves

Through wheat fields anil on across
green slopes they pressed forward, held
up occasionally by machine gun nests
left to cover the main German retreat.
When the boys from the States en-

countered one of these machlno gun par-
ties they sent scouting parties around
the sldeB to rout the Runners with u
II. iuklng rifle fire, and when the guns
were silenced the gunners were taken
by bayonet rushes.

In hundreds of instances the Hermans
the instant they caught sight of the
Americans threw up their hands and
shouted "Kamerad !" In one squad of
thirty men twenty-eigh- t were captured
In this manner. Some of tho German
machine guns were placed In trees, and
to see them come tumbling down as a
result of well aimed shots by our boys
was a touch of humor added to the grim
tragedy of war.

At night, and even by day, the Ger-
man airmen swoop down over our lines
to nttack the Americans with their ma-
chine guns and to drop bombs on our
transports. Last night the enemy's
parnchute flares frequently llghteil up
tho ground, and bombs dropped con-
tinuously. The Americans did not pay
much attention to these distractions,
however, and continued to "enrry on."

The French and Americans came upon
a party of Americans yesterday who had
been wounded and captured. They had
been removed to a village back of the
German lines, but when the new allltvl
attack started the Germans decided to
leave them behind

Following In the wake of the French
and American advance are hundreds of
French refugees returning onr more to
take up life In their old communities
With them Is their live stock, led or
driven along the roads, und on wagons
are their household goods and farming

London, July IIU. The French und
American troops are rnplilly converg-
ing on through
which all roads lo the Finith In this
section pass. The French have
readied llruyercs, within threo nnd
a half miles of this Important Junc
tion, threatening the communications
of all the Germans remnlnlng in the
western part of the Mnrne pocket, at
the sume time enormously Increasing
the congestion of German troops In

that area.
With commanded

by the Allies' guns, nil movements
to the north would lie thrown upon
the roads further cast running to
Rnzoches nnd FIsmes, which already
are In a welter of confusion and con-

gestion. As Soissons for some day
has been under the Allies' guns, the
Germans are now dependent upon
the bridge nt Missy, live miles east
of Soissons, for all their railroad
communications north of the Alsne.

DrlilKe Under Henry Fire.
The Allies' long range guns west

of Soissons and tho Allies' airmen are
shelling nfldbomblng Missy brldgn
and undoubtedly nrn reducing its
transportation capacity, upon which
the feeding nnd munitioning ot the
Germans, estimated to number more
than 400,000, depend.

The Germans in the Marne salient
are fighting toward some solution of
one of the grimmest problems the
war has presented to a belligerent in
the field. All tho roads and railroads
in the area being under fire of the
Allies' batteries and nir squadrons tho
enemy Is having great difficulties in
the movement of reenforcements nnd
In supplying food and munitions to
tho troops. While his position cannot
be .ald to be untenable it Is becom-
ing Increasingly more difficult.

Order of Itetrent Cancelled.
The heavy fighting and the succession

of German counter attacks suggest two
possible explanations of the German pm
pose. Hither he Is fighting to gain time
to effect a retreat or ho Is fighting to
maintain his position ot all costs. If h
Is fighting merely to gain time for a

retirement either to the linn of the Alsnn
or the Vesle, saving Ills guns and part
of hi' war material, the situation would
conform with his original Intentions.

The alternative Is an ultimate per-

haps not far distant evacuation of thu
whole salient between Soissons anil
Ilhelms, Such an evacuation would
be a complete admlmlon of defeat In
tho face of the whole world; to con-

ceal It fiorn the German people would
bo Impossible, und Us effects upon the
morale of the German people ami upon
the military prestige of tho Central
ICniplres would be serious In the ex-

treme

Whether the Germans retire or con-

tinue to fight on the present lines the
situation from th military point of
view Is equally In favor of the Allies

The Germans have used sixty-fiv- e

divisions (about 350,000 men). The
Crown l'rince's reserves are practically
exhausted

The whole situation has been trans-
formed. For1 tho time being not only
has the threat against I'arls disappeared,
but the Germans lost the Initiative en-

tirely
